To their own master they stand or 
fall, and we feel that to the same holy Sovereign 
we also stand responsible in this matter as in all 
others. 

Several of our Associations have kindly com- 
mended the Christian Reflector to the patronage 
of their Churches. For this we thank them, and 
by it we are greatly encourayred in our important 
though difficult enterprise.
